In 1060, the Grand Duke Cosmo was
astonished to sew at the Roval Society’s rooms
in London a clock the movements of which
were derived from the vieinity of a loadstone.
This wis the earliest precursor of the modern
electrical clock. It seems impossible to fix
the date when clocks with wheels and weights
were firit Invented. Boothios iz said to have
made one in the year 610 A. D, Pope Paul I
ig reported to have sent a wheel-clock to King
Pepin in 766. We are told that the Arabians
firgt made clocks to strike in 801, Rabanus
Maurus is said to have sent a ¢lock with a beil

PROTOGRAFIY .

M. Bazin, & foreign artist, ha contrived an
apparatus for photographing objects at the
bottom of the sea. Mis photographio studio
consiste of a strong shieet-iron chest, perfoctly
water-tight, with water-tight windows, that
are in the form of lemses,  The electrie light is
nsed, and renders distinetly visibly and objects
lying nt the bottom of the sea, so that they
may be photographed, and thus their value
and position be acourately marked, M. Bazin
has remained at depths of noarly 300 foet for
about ten minutes. This applivation of pho-
tography promises to facilitute the recovery of
lost objects and the raizing of sunken ships.
